Ultimately, these pieces circulated 
heavily for a decade until a supply of British coinage arrived at 
significant enough levels to satisfy demand. At that point, the 
“Holey Dollar” and the “Dump” were withdrawn, leaving few 
survivors to satisfy collector demands today. What’ more, given 
their high rate of use, what is encountered is generally very well 
handled, making the present minor quite extraordinary in terms 
of overall quality and charm.

The War of the Spanish Succession stemmed from the death in 1700 of 
the childless Carlos (Charles) II of Spain. Owing to the nexus of power 
presented by the Spanish throne, namely control in parts of Italy, the 
Spanish Netherlands, and vast territories in the New World, it offered 
great strategic importance. On account of the Habsburg familial ties to the 
Holy Roman Empire, it also presented a potential shift in the European 
balance of power. The deceased Carlos had named Philippe of Anjou as his 
successor, who ultimately agreed to the throne. The remainder of Europe, 
however, including the Holy Roman Empire, England, and the Dutch 
Republic, opposed this proclamation, with war breaking out among the 
various realms. Ultimately, the conflict changed little, as nothing decisive 
occurred through the hostilities, and the respective powers sought an end 
to the conflict, first at the Treaty of Utrecht in 1713, then at the Treaties 
of Rastatt and Baden in 1714. Philippe would stay as king of Spain (as 
Felipe V), though he renounced any future French claims for himself or 
his successors. Additionally, Spain ceded some of her Italian possessions 
while retaining those in the New World. England garnered recognition 
of the Hanoverian line along with a repudiation of the Jacobite cause in 
France. The Holy Roman Empire saw a decrease in overall expanse from 
her heyday a little over a century prior; as such, her attentions turned to 
her southern borders and increasing conflicts with the Ottoman Empire. 


Regarding this medal, a further point of interest is in the artistry itself, 
with Emperor Karl (Charles) being depicted as Jupiter and French King 
Louis (the sun king) as Apollo-a great nod to the classics with respect to the 
two power brokers of the conflict.

Henry V reconquered “his” land in France at the decisive battle at Agin- 
court, in northwestern France, on 25 October 1415. Henrys small army, 
exhausted from its march from Harfleur, was attacked by a seemingly 
overwhelming French army, but Henrys famous provocation of bravery 
in his knights on the morning of the battle (and, most importantly, his 
longbowmen) delivered a crushing defeat to the French, including the 
deaths of numerous nobles. The English longbows decimated the attack- 
ing French: their arrows reached far beyond what the Italian crossbow- 
men on the French side could accomplish. French mounted knights fell 
into the thick mud of a recent storm and suffocated. But, above all, Hen- 
rys own fierce bravery inspired his men. It is believed that Henry's army 
lost only 200 casualties and additional wounded, while the French suf- 
fered loss of a reputed 25,000 soldiers and knights. On 21 May 21 1420, 
Henry and the French king signed the Treaty of Troyes recognizing Henry 
V as heir to the French throne. Agincourt was one of the great battles of 
history, and its outcome grudgingly gave sovereignty in France to the 
English king. Centuries of hostility between the two kingdoms would not 
alter what Henry V achieved on the farm fields of France.

Though this inscription, as dedicated from the Glover brothers 
of whom Thomas Blake Glover was an important historic and 
political figure in Japan at the time, accounts for the “Genuine” 
designation on the PCGS insert, the sheer nature and 
importance of what is written goes well beyond mere graffiti. 
Great care was taken to add this delicate dedication to the back 
of this large gold issue. Upon close inspection it appears that 
the ink was applied by a soft fine pointed brush, which in and 
of itself makes sense based on the geographic location in which 
it was given to Dr. C.G. van Mansvelt, as no distinguishable 
scratches are noticed in the ink. It is of special interest that 
this lovely dedicated Japanese artifact comes to Stacks Bowers 
Galleries from the direct descendants of Dr. C.G. van Mansvelt 
and has remained in his family being passed down to his heirs 
through the decades for the last three generations.

limited basis and for a period of less than two decades. The new 
coinage denominations were not well-received by the public, as 
they were produced in a pale white metal that was unfamiliar in 
circulation. In 1845, an imperial decree was issued ordering the 
minting of platinum coinage to cease. Simultaneously, the existing 
pieces were ordered to be recalled within a six month period. For 
this reason, much of the original mintages were redeemed and 
destroyed, which accounts for their rarity today. As the allowable 
six month period was too short for all the platinum issues to be 
redeemed and destroyed, it is largely responsible for the examples 
known today.

While widely recognized as one of the most iconic crown-sized issues 
of Latin America, the symbolism behind the motifs of this charming 
type are rarely discussed in catalogs. Conceived towards the beginning 
of its fight for independence from Spain, the first shield of the Chilean 
independence movement, which incorporates many of these designs that 
would eventually appear in the national coinage, was unveiled on Sep- 
tember 30, 1812. It included familiar iconography such as a mountain 
and a globe-topped column with star above. As the decade progressed, 
this mountain would transform into a volcano, becoming a focal image 
in ephemeral objects such as flags. On the coins, the four principle motifs 
are the following: the volcano, the column, the globe and the star. While 
the meaning of some of these symbols may seem quite clear, others re- 
main open for debate. 


The Volcano - While obviously a nod to the regions geography, scholars 
in the field believe that this design feature is largely influence by freedom 
fighter Bernardo O’Higgins. It is believed that in his desire to distance 
from the figure of kings, he pushed for the erupting volcano as a symbol 
of the unstoppable force of the rebellion. 


The Column - Many interpretations have been given for this focal object, 
but perhaps the most accepted is that it is an reinterpretation of the “tree 
of liberty” that was referenced by Thomas Jefferson during the American 
Revolution when he said, “the tree of liberty must be refreshed from time 
to time with the blood of patriots and tyrants’. While an obelisk is often 
used to represent this in American symbolism, the column too represents 
the same permanence and desire for freedom. 


The Globe - Perhaps an afterthought for many, the globe that sits atop 
the column has been present since earliest inception, thus its inclusion is 
rather intentional and should not be overlooked. That said, most agree 
that its cumulative meaning is intended to convey the image of perfec- 
tion and totality. 


The Star - Like the globe, the star, which appears over the column and 
globe, dates back to Chile’ first desires for sovereignty. Sometimes radiant 
and other times not, many interpretations suggest that is has religious 
context in alignment with the countrys people. In a broader sense how- 
ever, many see it as a unifying character and a symbol of spirit. What- 
ever its true intention however, it is inextricably linked to independence.

For Costa Rica, part of this change included issuing 
debased silver coinage at .500 fine and striking minor denominations in 
brass. The decree of 1923 extended these efforts, calling for all circulating 
silver coinage to be revalued at twice their face value, the 25 Centimos 
being overstamped 50 Centimos and the 50 Centimos becoming Un Colon.

The act called for the amount of £100,000 
to be stamped, but only £12,000 were re-validated before abandoning the 
project in 1759. When the home authorities received copies of the act, it 
was immediately repealed and for exceeding his powers for the approval 
of the act, the Governor of Jamaica was censured.

Around the designs, 
especially at the legends, significant red coloration remains 
however, so much so that with the exception of a few proofs of 
the type, we've seen no equal. All considered, a truly landmark 
opportunity for the serious collector of issues from Canada’s 
formative colonial period. 





The Magdalen Islands are a series of thirteen islands situated in 
the Gulf of Saint Lawrence just to the north and east of Prince 
Edward Island and west of Newfoundland. First settled by 
the French, they were later ceded to the British. Following the 
American Revolution in 1798, the islands were given the Sir 
Isaac Coffin by George III for this loyalist stance, he ultimately 
being responsible for the existence of this token. 


In 1815, under the assumption that he had coining rights, Coffin 
commissioned Sir Edward Thomason to strike tokens for the 
islands. In turn, Thomason hired one of the most prolific and 
well-known engravers of the day, Thomas Halliday, to engrave 
the dies. In his memoirs, Thomason recounts: 


"1815. I had manufactured this year a large quantity of tokens 
for Admiral Sir Isaac Coffin, Bart., who is the sole possessor and 
king, as he call himself, of the Magdalen Islands, situated in the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence, in North America. They were principally in 
copper, pence and half-pence. 


It is interesting to note that while dies were perhaps manufactured, 
no issues of the half-pence denomination are known to have been 
struck.

Having just liberated 
themselves from three centuries of Spanish control, they 
immediately set about minting coins proudly proclaiming their 
newly-won independence. For the sake of expediency, dies were 
often crudely cut and the machinery used was routinely outdated; 
this resulted in a large percentage of coins having imperfections 


from the outset. Once in circulation, most remained there 
for decades, as specie shortages were common. Relating to 
numismatics of the United States, the Dollar-sized coins of Latin 
America, which include this Peso, compare favorably to the 
Flowing Hair and Draped Bust issues produced in the 1790s at 
the U.S. Mint (although truly, the US. facilities were far more 
modernized than those in Latin America even several decades 
later!). Not surprisingly, the early issues of Latin American 
are often far rarer than their U.S. counterparts in terms of 
total survivors and especially, the numbers of Gem survivors. 
Nevertheless, it is the U.S. issues that achieve six and sometimes 
seven figure prices when appearing at auction. Comparably, with 
the exception of the famous Coquimbo Peso of nearly identical 
design, we are unaware of any circulation-issue Latin American 
silver coins from these early republics even reaching $50,000! 
While time will tell if their values will eventually catch up, this 
coin in particular, which features a universally beloved design 
and represents the ultimate example of the type, certainly seems 
like superb value when compared to its U.S. brethren.

The 
use of a foreign issue at this time may point to the Mint Act of 1857 in 
which the United States revoked the legal tender status of all circulating 
foreign coins. Possibly as a result of this demonetization in the U.S., it 
surfaced again around a decade later, this time in Central Americas El 
Salvador. Sometime following the local decree of September 28, 1868, 
a circular stamp with the country’s arms was applied to the Shield side 
of its host coin in order to certify its legitimacy to circulate there. Fi- 
nally, sometime after the decree of 1873—which declared that all Brit- 
ish coins presently circulating be stamped with a circular punch (the 
stamp was different than the previous type and carried no wreath below 
the arms)—it would appear that this piece was punched yet again, this 
time likely mistakenly; perhaps it was the applier’s inability to read 
English that led him to believe that the U.S. merchant stamp rendered 
the coin as being British in nature. In any event, the timing associated 
with the countermarks presents a very vivid chronology of this piece, 
as it led multiple lives in South, North, and Central America from the 
mid-18th century to the latter part of the 19th. 


While this coins voyage around the Americas certainly paints a fascinat- 
ing picture, theres little doubt that its visit to the Franklin Museum was 
the most interesting. Despite the wholesome name, this operation often 
featured entertainment acts that can be most appropriately described as 
a forerunner to the burlesque show. As a guise to modesty, one of the 
popular acts was known as tableaux vivants, which reconstructed fa- 
mous artistic scenes that contained nude or semi-nude women as the 
primary subject. A period advertisement read: “THE ORIGINAL AND 
ONLY TROUPE OF MODEL Artistes (sc.), consisting of twenty-seven 
young ladies, appear at the Franklin Museum, 127 Grand street, every 
afternoon and evening, in a selection of living pictures, with a great vari- 
ety of other entertainments.” If only coins could tell stories, this enigmatic 
and unrivaled piece would certainly have more than its fair share!

- especially soldiers - continuously come to this office and bring 1-peso 
and 4-Real cobs, alleging to have received them as salaries, and indicat- 
ing that without the counterstamp these pieces are rejected everywhere’. 
Since the countermarking action of all coins inclusive of cobs and milled 
coinage had ceased the previous 29 June, this is highly suggestive that 
when the countermarking action resumed the following 31 October they 
began being applied to all legitimate silver coinage then in circulation so 
that they would be accepted by the local populace.

Freemasonry in France began to grow in the early 18th century, with 
numerous lodges forming throughout the remainder of the century until 
the aftermath of the French Revolution caused the majority of them to 
close down briefly. Upon the formation of the French Empire under Na- 
poléon I, many of these closed lodges opened again, further continuing 
their expansion. The Loge de la Parfaite Egalité at Rouen appears to have 
been initially formed on 9 March 1786 and, at the time of re-opening in 
1803, had 37 active members. In 1806 it was reorganized, containing 60 
members, while in 1857, it had 56 members and in 1881, 61 members. In 
2012, the lodge was again reorganized and reopened.

It is uncertain what caused Sims to receive this award, but the recipient must undoubtedly be Lt. (later Rear Adm.) William Sims, who was pivotal in 
the American naval intelligence operation against Spain during the Spanish-American War. Leading these efforts from Paris at the time, he then re- 
mained in the French capital “to supervise the installation of American art at the 1900 Paris Worlds Fair (Collin, 2000, p. 131).” His role likely garnered 
him this award out of appreciation for his efforts. He would play a much larger role not long after, however, as it was Sims who successfully (eventually) 
fought for modernization in the U.S. Navy. After an encounter with a British Admiral whereupon he viewed their use of “continuous aim” gunfire while 
at sea, Sims inquired about such technology from the allies. Seeing first hand the increased effectiveness, he then approached the U.S. Navy with the 
newly discovered tactics, hoping to bring about these much needed changes. He was quickly and repeatedly dismissed and ridiculed. It was only after 
he beseeched President Theodore Roosevelt himself that the Navy was compelled to take up his suggestions, which were then rather swiftly enacted. 
After the U.S. entered World War I, Sims was sent to London in order to act as the senior naval representative. By wars end, he was commanding all 
U.S. naval forces operating in Europe. His book published shortly thereafter, chronicling his experiences during WWI and entitled The Victory at Sea, 
won the Pulitzer Prize in History for 1921.

However, 
he asked to play one final song, a wish which he was granted, after which 
he hoisted himself off from the ship. While he was left for dead by the 
pirates, a dolphin, having heard his melodies, came to his rescue, bearing 
him safely back to Corinth. Sadly for Weber, he succumbed to tuberculo- 
sis while visiting London in 1826, the year after this medal was produced.

Monetary changes in the mid-1890's resulted in an influx of gold coinage 
into the Russian economy-a shift for a population that had grown ac- 
customed to fiat for larger transactions. As such, the usage of both gold 
and silver coinage in transactions became a more ubiquitous aspect of 
life around the turn of the century. Owing to this influx of hard currency, 
a more convenient manner of carrying change became necessary, thus 
creating the usefulness of coin purses (kowenv). Since they were now en 
vogue, various silversmiths tried their hand at creating a product for 
the consumer, with one design in particular becoming rather popular 
with the Russian populace. Mimicking the layout of a loan “ticket” from 
1864, these silversmiths engraved iconography that had the appearance 
of paper currency, though these “notes” from the past were actually bonds 
meant to raise funds for the completion of the vital rail line between 
Moscow and the Black Sea. Over time, the tickets would earn their bear- 
er additional funds, but to add more intrigue and excitement, winning 
serial numbers were drawn twice per year, giving the bearers a chance to 
earn many times what they could expect during the normal duration of 
the bond. The largest such prize was some 200,000 rubles, accounting for 
the “200,000” on the reverse of this coin purse. In essence, these purses 
were meant to capture the desire of the bearer winning-against all odds-a 
lottery that could see them become instantly rich.

Originally born in Germany, Meyer Zadig (Meir Tsadik) immigrated to 
the Swedish city of Malmo in 1863 where he continued his trade in the 
soap manufacturing business at Hanson & Sewan. Following the closing 
of the company just a few years later, Meyer took the opportunity to start 
his own business-the German Soap Factory-in 1865. Within a year, his 
company earned its first trade show award, the first of what would be 
many for the contributions to the soap and perfume industry made by 
the firm, such as this award medal from 1891. Sadly, Meyer would pass 
away at the age of 86 just three years later, though the firm would con- 
tinue into the 1950s when it joined the soap and detergent manufacturer 
MOHAB. Once fairly rare and expensive-soaps and perfumes were made 
a more everyday part of Swedish life, thanks in large part to the efforts 
of Meyer. 


Meyers contributions were not just in the business world, however, as 
he was also highly active in Malm0s Jewish community. Originally com- 
prised of just 29 men, the congregation continued to grow, with Meyer 
initially serving as one of the three directors. For the next 60 years, a 
Zadig would play an important role on the congregations board. In 1903, 
a synagogue was finally founded in Malmo.

To the extent 
that the Buyer for any lot consists of more than one person or entity, each such person 
or entity is jointly and severally liable for all obligations of the Buyer, regardless of the 
title or capacity of such person or entity. Stacks Bowers shall have all the rights of a se- 
cured creditor under Article 9 of the California Commercial Code and all rights of the 
consignor to collect amounts due from the Buyer, whether at law or equity. 


9. Shipping. It is the Buyer's responsibility to contact Stacks Bowers after the sale to 
make shipping and packaging arrangements. Due to the fragile nature of some lots, 
Stack’s Bowers may elect not to assume responsibility for shipping or packing, or may 
charge additional shipping and handling.
